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M  he  Student  Life  Office  is  the  focal 
point  of  almost  all  student  activity  at  UMB.

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y  most  accounts,  it  was  a 
trying  and  difficult  year  for  the 
Student  Senate.  The  Senate  struggled  much  of  the  year  to  maintain  sufficient  representative 
numbers  to  vote  on  issues.  With  diminished  numbers  the  Senate  worked  hard  to  carry  out  its 
legislative  responsibilities  and  to  maintain  their  status  and  respect  as  the  sudent  governing  body. 
Despite  these  obstacles  the  Senate  forged  ahead  for  the  second  straight  year  to  cut  back  student 
fees,  struggled  to  moderate  budget  proposals,  and  to  allocate  funds  to  student  organizations. 
With  a  budget  of  over  $200,000,  raised  annually  by  student  fees,  the  Senate  is  charged  with 
allocating  and  distributing  funds  fairly  to  the  student  centers  and  clubs  for  their  respective  events 
and  educational  activities.  Along  with  lowering  student  fees,  the  Senate  distributed  some  $41,000 
to  undergraduates  for  school  internships,  travel  abroad,  and  merit  based  scholarships.  This  year 
the  Senate  also  passed  and  funded  a  proposal  to  establish  a  Student  Legal  Service  Office  to 
provide  students  with  legal  counsel.

/  he  Alcohol  and  Substance  Awareness 
Center  (ASAC)  continued  its  mission  to  serve  the 
university  community  as  a  referral  and  drop-in 
center  for  students  whose  lives  have  been  touched  in  some  way  by  substance  abuse. 

The  center  serves  as  an  on-campus  meeting  area  for  Alcoholics  Anonymous  and  Narcotics  Anonymous.  It  also 
provides  information  and  holds  meetings  for  students  coping  with  substance  abuse  problems.  This  year  the  ASAC 
held  "coffee  and  conversation  talks"  to  welcome  new  students  on  campus  and  they  added  to  their  library  collection 
of  books  and  literature  on  substance  abuse. 

Overseeing  the  ASAC  this  year  was  new  Coordinator  Norma  Stewart  succeeding  former  ASAC  director  Tho- 
mas Hoar.  Of  her  philosophy  as  the  new  ASAC  coordinator  Stewart  said,  "It  is  always  good  to  have  somewhere  to 
go,  a  place  to  have  your  questions  answered.  As  students  we  either  know  someone,  have  heard  of  someone  with  a 
drug  or  achohol  problem,  or  have  substance  abuse  issues  ourselves,"  she  said. 

As  always  the  center  is  committed  to  maintaining  a  friendly,  non-judgmental  space  for  students  in  recovery  to 
meet  others  and  discuss  their  struggles  in  overcoming  an  addiction. 

"You  have  to  feel  something  to  know  something,"  said  Stewart  referring  to  those  dealing  with  substance  abuse. 
It  is  good  to  be  around  those  who  know  how  you  are  feeling  and  know  what  you  have  to  do  to  stay  clean."

fare system  many  students  this  year  had  to  consider  interrupting  their  education  or  lose  their 

benefits.  "This  has  been  a  difficult  time  for  those  students  already  struggling  on  finite  resources 

to  complete  their  education,"  she  said. 
In  their  struggle  to  assist  those  most  in  need  the  center  coordinates  activities  with  some  30 

interrelated  advocacy  groups  such  as  the  National  Welfare  Rights  Union  and  the  Coalition  of 

Basic  Needs. 
This  year  ARMS  and  the  Women's 

Center  worked  together  to  support  the 

presidential  candidacy  of  Monica 

Moorehead  of  the  Workers  World 

Party.  Also  this  year  the  ARMS  staff 

was  at  the  forefront  of  an  awareness 

campaign  to  educate  the  student  body 

on  the  human  toll  of  welfare  reform, 

and  federal  and  state  aid  cutbacks.

Once  chosen  as  coordinators,  Tse  and  Austin  went  to 
work  making  the  center  a  welcome  spot  for  African- 
American  students  to  gather  on  campus.  They  also  or- 
ganized the  Kwaanza  celebration  in  December. 

During  the  spring  semester  Austin  became  the  center's 
solo  coordinator  and  planned  the  events  for  Black  His- 
tory Month  in  February,  and  the  annual  Black  Student  Center  Fashion  Show  in  May.  The  highlight 
of  Black  History  Month's  activities  was  the  lecture  by  Amiri  Baraka  entitled,  "The  Reemergence 
of  Black  Cultural  Art." 

Beyond  history  month,  much  of  the  spring  semester  was  spent  planning  and  rehearsing  for  the 

annual  Black  Student  Center  Fashion 
Show  in  May.  The  fashion  show  has 
become  a  widely  anticipated  event, 
growing  each  year  in  size  and  scope.

memorials  in  celebration  of  National  Veterans  Month. 

This  year's  trip,  the  second  annual,  was  held  over  the 
Thanksgiving  holiday  weekend,  Nov.  29  through  Dec.  1 .  Some 
60  students  boarded  a  bus  and  spent  three  days  and  two  nights 
in  the  capital  city  going  to  the  memorials  and  museums. 

Veteran  Center  Coordinator  Jeff  Male  said  selecting  the 
Thanksgiving  holiday  weekend  for  this  year's  trip  had  some 
unfortunate  consequences. 

"Choosing  that  weekend  wasn't  the  best  idea  in  terms  of 
turnout.

Those  factors  aside.  Male  said  it  was  nonetheless  a 
memorable  trip.

According  to  Male  there  are  approximately  1,000  veterans 
studying  at  UMB.

Clinton  praises  local  law  efforts  and 
outlines  new  anti-youth  crime  proposal 

1  n  an  historic  first  for  UMass-Boston,  President  William  Jefferson  Clinton 
selected  the  harbor  campus  for  a  juvenile  crime  summit  to  convene  with 
local,  state,  and  national  leaders  for  a  discussion  on  youth  violence. 

Clinton's  trip  to  UMass  was  the  first  time  a  President  of  the  United  States 
has  ever  visited  the  Boston  campus.  For  Clinton,  it  was  his  first  return  to 
Massachusetts  and  to  Boston  since  his  re-election  in  November.

said  Robert  Johnston,  a  senior  in  Computer  Science. 

"I  thought  it  was  great  for  our  campus.  He  came  to  announce 
something  and  recognize  UMB  as  a  viable,  leading  institution  in 
the  Boston  area,"  said  Finance  Professor  Arindam 
Bandopadhyaya 

Clinton  came  to  UMB  for  a  roundtable  discussion  on  Boston's 
approach  to  juvenile  crime  with  local  law  enforcement,  civic  and 
community  leaders  and  to  recognize  these  leaders  for  their  ac- 
complishments in  fighting  youth  crime.  He  then  proceeded  to  a 
jam-packed  Clark  Athletic  Center  to  address  the  greater  univer- 
sity community  and  unveil  a  $495  million  anti-youth  crime  pro- 
posal for  the  nation. 

Accompanying  the  President  on  stage  in  the  Clark  Center  was 
Senator  John  Kerry,  Governor  William  Weld,  Mayor  Thomas 
Menino,  Attorney  General  Janet  Reno,  Massachusetts  Attorney 
General  Scott  Harshbarger,  Representatives  Joe 
Kennedy  and  Joe  Moakley,    District  Attor- 
ney Ralph  Martin,  Boston  Police 
Commissioner     Paul 
Evans,  Boston 


"What  1  want  to  say  to  you  is  that  we  cannot  permit  this  to  be 
only  an  achievement  in  Boston,  because  if  it  is  only  an  achieve- 
ment in  Boston  it  will  be  harder  for  Boston  to  continue  to  achieve. 
...what  we  have  to  do  is  to  create  the  notion  that  it  is  normal  for 
kids  not  to  get  shot,  and  so  nobody  claps  when  you  say  no  kid 
has  been  killed,"  he  said. 

Commending  the  city's  neighborhood  and  community  polic- 
ing, the  Brady  Bill,  the  assault  weapons  ban,  and  other  efforts, 
Clinton  said  the  nation  needs  to  take  further  steps  to  stem  the 
tide  of  youth  crime.  He  cautioned  that  if  greater  efforts  are 
not  taken  over  the  next  six  years,  the  country  could 
be  in  a  state  of  chaos.

Congressman  Kennedy  (CPCS  '76),  Commissioner

UMB  graduates.  All  three  received  raucous  ovations  when  it  was 
announced  they  were  alumni. 

To  an  enthusiastic  crowd  of  over  4,000,  Clinton  praised  the 
efforts  of  Boston's  entire  law  enforcement  community  in  recent 
years  for  their  work  in  such  programs  as  Operation  Night  Light, 
Operation  Cease-Fire,  and  the  Boston  Gun  Project  and  the  dra- 
matic effects  these  and  other  programs  have  had  in  reducing  ju- 
venile crime  in  the  city. 

Noting  that  not  a  single  child  has  been  killed  with  a  gun  in 
Boston  in  a  year  and  a  half,  he  said  that  America  needs  to  mimic 
what  has  been  done  in  the  Hub.

"If  this  country  is  going  to  be  the  country  it  ought  to  be  in  the 
21st  century,  we  can't  have  any  more  reports  like  the  one  that 
came  out  of  the  Center  for  Disease  Control ...  saying  that  75%  of 
all  the  kids  murdered  in  the  Industrial  World  are  killed  in  the 
United  States.  We've  got. ..to  create  the  record  of  the  last  year 
and  a  half  in  Boston  for  the  United  States,"  Clinton  said. 

Of  his  proposal,  Clinton  was  clear  in  stressing  that  he  wanted 
to  see  the  country  implement  some  of  the  anti-crime  programs 
that  have  been  so  effective  in  Boston.  He  said  the  new  legisla- 
tion would  help  communities  to  hire  new  prosecutors  to  deal 
with  violent  juveniles  and  to  set  up  anti-gang  units.  He  said  it 
would  expand  the  Brady  Bill  so  that  anyone  who  commits  a  vio- 
lent crime  could  not  buy  a  handgun.  The  bill  also  calls  for  child 
safety  locks  on  handguns  and  drug  test  screenings  to  obtain  a 
driver's  license,  he  said. 

"If  you  give  our  kids  back  their  lives  and  their  future,  they 
will  make  America  the  world's  greatest  country  in  the  21st  cen- 
tury," he  concluded.

^B^very  year  members  of  the  faculty,  staff,  and  adminis- 
tration hold  a  luncheon  to  honor  students  for  distinguished  lead- 
ership in  and  out  of  the  classroom.  This  year's  Student  Leader- 
ship Luncheon,  the  fifth  annual,  was  celebrated  on  the  scenic 
1 1  th  floor  of  the  Healey  Library. 

Some  47  students  were  honored  for  their  leadership  in 
UMB's  five  colleges  of  study.

For 
others  still,  the  highest  high  spot  may  be  simply  having  gotten 
through,  no  small  matter  when  the  practical  barriers  to  making 
it  can  be  so  great. 

The  often  wonderful  quality  of 
student  publications,  of  life  in  student  clubs,  of  student  music  groups  and  art  exhibits,  to  mention  just  a  few,  no  longer 
surprises  me  but  stands  as  a  reliable  source  of  satisfaction  and  pride.

Ninety  two  percent  said  the  quality  of  education  equaled  or  exceeded  their  expectations,  one-quarter  have  gone  on  to 
further  education,  full  or  part-time,  and  most  rate  their  UMass  experience  as  good  or  excellent  in  preparing  them  for  the 
workplace. 

May  you  take  strength  from  your  association  with  Boston's  urban,  public  university.  May  you  take  strength  from 
knowing  that  we  represent  much  of  the  future,  its  diversity  and  changing  political  geography,  and  that  you  have  been 
here  experiencing  it  firsthand. 

When  at  commencement,  looking  out  to  see  over  2,000  of  you  robed  in  black,  I  am  proud  to  be  part  of  what  our 
ceremony  celebrates,  both  the  diversity  of  your  stories  and  the  commonality  of  your  achievement.  One  and  all,  you 
elicit  the  admiration  of  the  faculty  as  well  as  all  the  staff  who  have  known  you,  and  you  go  forth  with  our  heartfelt  best 
wishes  in  all  that  lies  ahead.
